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Didsbury athletes help 
carry Olympic flame

2010 Torch relay. 


When Harley Dickinson, fit), received an e-mail announc¬ 
ing he’d be one of 12,000 select Canadians to carry the 
Olympic torch, he thought it a scam. 

“I thought all the torchbearers had already been 
picked...and it wasn't like someone called you to say you 
were doing this. It came up online,” he said. 

“I was pretty sure it was a joke.” 

The Grade 1 teacher at Ross Ford Elementary, applied to 
be a torch bearer through Coca-Cola, a corporate sponsor of 
the 2010 Olympic Games. 

The company was holding an online contest to find 4,500 
environmentally conscious and athletic individuals to carry 
the flame. Dickinson, who inspires his students to get 
active, as well as participates in team sports himself, said it 
didn’t take long for Coca-Cola to convince him he had won 
a spot in the relay. 

“They just kept sending me T-shirts and messages 
and...then I heard (another person) in Didsbury was going 
too.. .1 realized this was for real." 

Torchbearers, who were also chosen by the Royal Bank of 
Canada and VANOC, the organizing committee for the 2010 
games, began the relay on October 30 in Victoria 

The flame will travel to more than 1,000 communities 
between now and February, even reaching the tip of 
Canada's far north. This is the longest domestic torch relay 
in Olympic history. 

Diokinson will Ik* running a 300 metre leg between 
Osoyoos, B.C. and Kelowna on .January 25. He Isn’t yet sure 
what time he will be starting the jog or where about on the 
route he will start. 

The town he is running in came as a surprise to the 
Didsbury resident, who originally asked to participate in the 
Crossfield to Calgary route. His class has been closely fol¬ 
lowing the relay - using a piece of yam to trace the route 
Canadians have already travelled. He wanted to bus them - 
and others at the school - down to the relay so they could 
watch their own teacher participate. They can’t do that now. 

“I balked a little bit because the school can't go...but then 
I thought about it, like gee this is a once-in-a-lifetime thing, 
so what if 1 go to Osoyoos." 

Principal Brent Runnett plans to travel to the B.C. town 
with Dickinson to videotape the event and cheer him on. 

Dickinson has bought the $350 torch as a memento of 
“this once-in-a-lifetime event" and when he arrives back in 
Didsbury, he will bring it to the school to share his experi¬ 
ence of the run. 

He Is slightly disappointed the torch will have its fuel can¬ 
ister removed after his relay. 

“I would have liked to light it up again and make a run 
around the gym,” he said. 

Remi Christianson, 44, was also picked by Coca-Cola to 
run and like Dickinson, she will be travelling for the jaunt. 

She leaves next week for I Vince Edward Island. 

“I hail hoped from the beginning that I’d get this but I also 
knew it was a long shot.. .1 was so happy when I got the e- 
mail," she said. 

“I will lie miming in Bedeque, P.E.I., 10 minutes from my 
mother’s home." 

Running in P.E.I. was not her first choice. She would have 
liked to run in one of the 73 communities in Alberta that are 
on the route, but this will bring her back to her hometown, 
where friends and family can watch her run.

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Veteran repaired flying 
boats overseas

When he thinks back to 
the Second World War, vet¬ 
eran Tom Patterson, 87, 
considers himself lucky. 

He didn’t dodge bombs 
or shoot enemy soldiers, 
lie in muddy trenches or 
carry heavy equipment on 
his back. And he didn’t die 
overseas, like many of his 
friends. 

He was “very safe" in an 
isolated air base in 
Northern Ireland, as an 
engine repairman for flying 
boats in 1!*44. Though his 
efforts were every bit as 
important as the boys 
engaged in combat. 

“A lot of people remem¬ 
ber the bombers or the 
pilots, but the ground crew 
is forgotten. We had an 
important job to do too,” 
he said. 

The ground crew main¬ 
tained the flying boats, a 
specialized form of aircraft 
designed to take off and 
land on water, using its 
fuselage as a floating hull. 
Seven or eight men on the 
craft would circle the 
Atlantic Ocean for 10-hour 
shifts, searching for enemy 
submarines. 

As far as Patterson 
remembers, they never 


found any. They did lose a 
plane during patrol, how¬ 
ever. Eight men died. 

“Those planes had a lot 
of fuel on them and the 
motors weren’t the best, if 
anything went wrong they 
would crash,” he said. 

“They depended on us to 
do our job and get anything 
that needed fixin’ done. It 
was an important job." 

When the planes came 
back after every shift, 
Patterson would have to go 
out onto the water to do an 
inspection, fuel up and fix 
any engine problems. It 
was a slippery job. In the 
beginning, a lot of the men 
crawled out onto the float¬ 
ing aircraft. 

When he joined the air 
force at 20 years old, 
Patterson was stationed in 
Brandon, Ontario. He, like 
many of the boys, was 
drawn to serve by a mix of 
patriotism and pragma¬ 
tism. 

“Those were the horse 
and buggy days, not too 
many cars around...people 
couldn’t afford it. That is 
why a lot joined up, it was 
after the Dirly .‘10s and to 
get clothes, meals and a 
few dollars to spend was a 
big deal,” he said. 

In Brandon, pilots from 
across the globe woidd 
arrive for training and it 


gave him a thirst to see 
more of the world. It didn’t 
matter to him one way or 
another if he was posted to 
a remote base or one in t he 
midst of combat. Fixing 
planes is all the same, he 
said. 

He flew from Canada to 
p]ngland and from there 
took a boat to Ireland. It 
was October and the sea 
was rough. It didn’t help 
any that the boat zigzagged 
through the ocean to avoid 
enemy ships. 

“One night it'd be cold, 
the next warm, because 
they kept moving from the 
south to the north. We 
were all by ourselves out 
there so we had to avoid 
submarines," Patterson 
said. 

The constant motion of 
the ship didn’t make him 
sick, although he couldn’t 
say the same for his fellow 
passengers - war brides 
from England. 

They looked “pretty 
rough,” he said. 

“The patrol...it was pret¬ 
ty good out there. Ireland 
was only bombed once 
during all the war,” 
Patterson said. 

“When I was on leave, I 
applied to do the same 
thing in the Pacific War but 
I was never called in.”

Joyce Mullen wanted to 
serve overseas during the 
Second World War, but as one 
of the hardest working corpo¬ 
rals in the air force post sys¬ 
tem the government thought 
she could do more at home. 

She was not alone. 

Some of the most talented 
ci\ilian and military men and 
women were told they could 
do more for their country 
from Canada than they could 
overseas. And although those 
men and women received 
recognition and praise from 
their countrymen then, they 
are largely forgotten for their 
contribution today. 

“Women worked in muni¬ 
tions factories, farmers pro¬ 
duced ftxxi to fix'd soldiers 
overseas, children collected 
scrap metal and retired men 
went back to work," said Dr. 
Pat Brennan, professor (>f his¬ 
tory at the University of 
Calgary Centre of Military 
and Strategic Studies;. 

“At the time jnseple knew 
how important these jobs 
were... and that they were 
just as much a part of the war 
effort as those fighting over¬ 
seas.” 

Today, we art' more inter¬ 
ested in combatants - the 
bombings or D-Day binding 
than we are in the mechanic 
in Winnipeg, he said. 

“People nets! to realize this 
whole generation art' veter¬ 
ans of the war. They all made 
sacrifices and contributions,” 
Brennan said. 

Mullen, nee Morgan, was a 
lb-year-old girl when the war 
broke out overseas. As the 
daughter of a military man, 
she wanted to tlo her part to 
turn the tide of the conflict. 

In 1943 she volunteered for 
tin* Royal Canadian Air Force 
Women’s Division, taking on 
a job in the |x>st system. If a 
soldier were going to get his 
mail, she would lx 1 the one to 
give it to him. 

“We had hoys in the air

Her husband and four 
children also plan to be 
there when she grips the 
sleek, white torch, 
November 23 at 8:1 r> am. 

“This is an opportunity to 
be a part of the 2010 
Olympic Games in a small 
way. To join in the excite¬ 
ment and dream of what 
athletes train for their whole 
life,” she said. 

Christianson isn’t sure 
why she was singled out. 
She is an everyday 
Canadian, who volunteers 
with thi' Zion Evangelical 


force from Aust ralia and New 
Zealand. ..Yanks Ux>. We hail 
them from all over and Ixiy, 
mail was what they looked 
for,” she said. 

“C )ne sergeant’s wife wrote 
to him every day, never with¬ 
out fail...it was Ills connec¬ 
tion to home.” 

Mullen worked in 

Vancouver, Victoria and 
Contox during her stint in the 
military and remembers two 
things clearly - it was a tough 
place for women and it was 
near impossible to get over¬ 
seas. 

Not long after she received 
her corporal hooks, she saw a 
post overseas for leading air¬ 
woman. She went to her offi¬ 
cer and said she’d take off her 
hooks if it meant getting the 
job. 

But the officer just lixiked 
at her and said, “We can’t 
spare you Morgan. You’re a 
gixxl Joe, you keep you nose 
clean and you work liard." 

A year later, she was sent to 
the ah' base in Comox, where 
men outnumbered women 
1,000 to 50 and was assigned 
second in command to the 
sergeant at the post office. 

“I hadn’t been there a week 
and he knew dam well I 
could run that place with my 
hand tied behind my 
back...so he put me second 
in charge," she said. 

“That brought up a few 
tilings at the |x>st office. It 
was one girl and five men and 
they did not like the idea of a 
woman having an authority. 
They just did not like it.” 

One man, a letter carrier, 
did everything he could to 
make her lost' her temper. 
She suspects he was trying to 
get her to put him on a charge 
so he could make a fixil out of 
her in front of her command¬ 
ing officers. 

Mullen never did lose her 
cool. 

She had learned early on 
how tough the military could 
be on a woman. 

When she was training at 
Manning Depot in Toronto, 
1943, she was called to escort 
her girlfriend on a charge. 

I ler friend had Ix'en a sec¬ 
retary for a commanding offi¬ 
cer in Claresholm and was 
told if she joined the Royal 
Canadian Air Force Women’s 
Division she would get her 
corporal hixiks upon gradua¬ 
tion and a (Misting back at 
Claresholm. 

“I Ix't you dollars to dough¬ 
nuts, the women's division 
kept an eye on that girl. 
iK'eause they didn’t want to 

Mission Church and keeps 
her children active. But 
whatever the reason, she is 
glad she has a chance to lx 1 
a part of the historic relay. 

Mayor Brian Wittal, who 
heard two locals will partic¬ 
ipate' in the games last week, 
said the duo has the lx's! 
wishes of this community in 
following their dream. 

“This is pretty impressive. 
They are doing something 
because of pride in the 
Olympics mid in Canada... 
which is great,” he said. 

“And I can only imagine 
how many people probably 
applied. My hat is off to 
them.” 


give her hooks.. .for heaven's 
sakes no one got their Ixxiks 
when they graduated," 
Mullen said. 

Her friend left the depot 
with her cousin to visit 
friends in Ottawa mid missed 
the returning hits - violating 
curfew. When the officer in 
charge heard the girLs missed 
the bus, h<‘ sent out a taxi mid 
told the military police not to 
n'[ xiil the girls. It wasn’t their 
fault they wen' late. 

“But the police did report it 
mid my friend was diarged." 
Mullen said. 

She watched as officers 
Ix'rated the girl, tixik away 
her hooks mid posting mid 
sent her to Aylmer, (hitario. 

“It wasn’t fair, but you can’t 
argue with the brass...she 
was never the same after 
that,” she said, 

“I said to myself, Morgan, 
keep your temper and your 
nose clean. No one will ever 
talk to you like that." 

Brennan, who has studied 
women in the Second World 
War, said it was tough to 
break into tht' Ixiys’ club in 
the air force, navy mid army. 
Society was patriarchal and 
women’s main role was still 
considered to lx* in the home. 
They didn't have the rights 
they do ttxlay. 

The military made mi 
allowance for women in 1142 
when it found itself with a 
manpower shortage. The 
thought was that if they could 
replace men doing jobs like 
clerking or cooking, with

women, they’d have more 
men to fight. Approximately 
50,000 women were brought 
in to serve, though the emer¬ 
gency measure was always 
thought to lx- tuni|x>rary. 

After all, women tradition¬ 
ally belonged in the home 
where they could lx> protect¬ 
ed and tradition was wliat the 
country’s men wen* fighting 
for. 

"Everyone’s lives changed 
during the war.. .society 
clianged,” Brennan said. 

“Tills Is the first time we 
saw women taking over the 
jobs of men in places like 
department stores mid post 
offices.” 

This week, as ix'ople gath¬ 
er to remember those who 
made the ultimate sacrifice, 
likely they will only bow their 
heads for those who partici¬ 
pated in combat, but the 
entire generation should be 
remembered, Brennan said. 

“People busted their butt to 
help the war effort from 
home and they should be rec¬ 
ognizes). It’s tragic that we 
haven’t really done that,” he 
said. 

“We mv not only losing our 
veterans, but everyone on the 
home front - that whole gen¬ 
eration. If we don’t thank the 
woman who served, the fac¬ 
tory worker mid the fanner, it 
will bo too late.”

A new federal law that gives 
■*' ■* police and justice officials more 

power to fight the growing 
scourge of identity theft and fraud 
is good news for all law-abiding 

As witli drug trafficking, identity 
theft has become a mainstay of organized crime 
across this country, with gangsters often targeting 
seniors and vulnerable members of society, stealing 
their life savings and causing them distress, incon¬ 
venience and hardship. 

That being the case, any and all efforts aimed at 
helping do away with this growing new offence are 
certainly worthwhile. 

“It will better address identity theft and provide 
police with the tools they need to help stop these 
crimes before they are committed,” said Justice 
Minister Rob Nicholson. “This legislation is another 
achievement in implementing our government’s 
tackling-crime agenda.” 

The law creates three new Criminal Code offences 
targeting the early stages of identity-related crime, 
all subject to five-year maximum prison sentences. 
Those crimes are: 

• Obtaining and possessing identity information 
with the intent to use the information deceptively, 
dishonestly or fraudulently in the commission of a 
crime; 

• Trafficking in identity information, an offence 
that targets those who transfer or sell information to 
another peison with knowledge of, or recklessness 
as to, the possible criminal use of the information; 

• Unlawfully possessing or trafficking in govern¬ 
ment-issued identity documents that contain infor¬ 
mation of another person. 

One of the highlights of the new law' is the provi¬ 
sion that allows judges to order offenders to pay 
restitution to victims of identity fraud for costs asso¬ 
ciated with efforts to rehabilitate the stolen identity, 
including the cost of replacement cards, documents 
and correcting credit history. 

“Canadians must be assured that their identities 
and personal information are being protected from 
illegal use,” says MP Daniel Petit, Parliamentary 
Secretary to the Minister of Justice. 

If people start to lose confidence in the security of 
their confidential information, their personal securi¬ 
ty is compromised - and that is simply unaccept- 
able. 

As such, making life harder for organized crimi¬ 
nals who use stolen information “deceptively, dis¬ 
honestly or fraudulently” is in everyone’s best inter¬ 
est. 

Hopefully other government anti-crime legislation 
now before the House, including legislation that 
would provide an automatic jail time for fraud over 
$1 million, and another bill that would eliminate 
conditional sentences, including house arrest, for 
those convicted of serious property crimes, includ¬ 
ing fraud, also move forward and become law. 

While the Ihirper government’s handling of a num¬ 
ber of issues, including reform of the Employment 
Insurance system, has been anything but universally 
applauded, its current efforts to fight organized 
crime are right on the mark.

Bill-50 illuminates the unqualified 


The Alberta Electricity System 
Operator (AESO) is proposing that 
Albertans cough up for an additional 
$16.5 billion to pay for new trans¬ 
mission lines so that Alberta can 
become a net exporter of electricity. 
This proposal would increase 
Alberta’s transmission infrastruc¬ 
ture, valued at $2.1 billion, by eight¬ 
fold. If Bill 50 is passed, the govern¬ 
ment will have the authority to arbi¬ 
trarily approve any, or all, of the 
$16.5 billion request, without giving 
any public notice, or holding any 
public hearing process. 

Many of the MLAs debating Bill 50 
in the legislature do not understand 
the technical components of an elec¬ 
tricity transmission system. The 
lack of understanding has created a 
delusive support for Bill 50. The gov¬ 
ernment claims that Bill 50 is neces¬ 
sary because Alberta’s electricity 
transmission system is leaking ener¬ 
gy and costing Albertans $250 mil¬ 
lion a year. Albertans are also told 
we haven't upgraded our transmis¬ 
sion system in over 20 years. Are 
these valid reasons to warrant 
spending billions of dollars to 
upgrade the transmission system? 

A transmission line has a physical 
lifespan of about 70-80 years. 

Without any corroborating evidence 
to support additional upgrades to 
the system, a 20-year time lapse 
since the last upgrade is inconse¬ 
quential. The $250 million dollar fig¬ 
ure is an exaggeration, and it was 
sensationally calculated by multiply¬ 
ing $87 a megawatt (MW) to an esti¬ 
mated total yearly net loss. The 


actual cost of a megawatt is closer 
to $45. 

Regardless of the estimated dollar 
value, increasing Alberta’s invest¬ 
ment in transmission lines by eight¬ 
fold, because the total yearly net 
loss is estimated to be $250 million 
is nonsensical. The logic is similar to 
a cab company increasing its fleet of 
vehicles from two to 16 because the 
two existing cabs each consume 
$6,000 in fuel each year If the two 
existing cabs are the most fuel effi¬ 
cient vehicles, how can the total fuel 
consumpt ion possibly be reduced 
with the addition of 16 vehicles? 

Transmitting electricity over any 
distance results in a certain amount 
of loss; the longer the transmission 
distance, the greater the loss. 
Generators add electricity to the sys¬ 
tem, but they also add loss to the 
system. Simply stated, the more 
electricity generated during the year, 
the more total yearly net loss! 
Transmission losses are unavoidable 
and inevitable. So what denotes a 
normal functioning system; how is it 
evaluated? 

Regardless of how much electrici¬ 
ty is transmitted, industry experts 
claim that a normal transmission 
system should experience losses in 
the range of five to seven per cent. 
Alberta’s electricity transmission 
system actually is operat ing signifi¬ 
cantly better than the average trans¬ 
mission system. The losses for the 
years 2007, 2008, and 2009 YTI) 
measured at 4.1 per cent, 3.8 per 
cent, and 3.5 per cent respectively. 
These loss numbers are actually out¬ 


standing! 

So will building $16.5 billion of 
new transmission lines actually 
reduce the total yearly net loss and 
the (overinfiated) $250 million cost 
to Albertans each year? It is highly 
probable that adding more transmis¬ 
sion lines will actually increase the 
total net loss on a yearly basis. As a 
matter of fact, if the percentage loss 
factor remained below the five to 
seven per cent range, Albertans 
would celebrate the doubling of the 
total yearly net losses. Why? It 
would mean our economy was grow¬ 
ing and thriving exponentially. Of 
course, if we spend billions of dol¬ 
lars for transmission lines unneces¬ 
sarily, the unnecessary expenditures 
could have a significant burden on 
the rate-paying public, and a nega¬ 
tive effect on our economy. 

Transmission losses need to be 
evaluated in terms of efficiency, not 
in terms of sensationalized dollar 
values based on unavoidable total 
yearly net losses. The government’s 
justifications for Bill 50 are hollow, 
and reflect their lack of expertise 
and understanding. Independent 
technical engineering experts need 
to weigh in on this debate, and Bill 
50 prevents this from happening. Bill 
50 should be withdrawn and the reg¬ 
ulatory process should be respected. 
We need an objective and independ¬ 
ent public process for approving 
transmission lines based on the 
needs of Albertans.

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Green school snags town’s interest

The dream of a Calgary engineer to 
build the first permaculture centre in 
Alberta, could make this town boom. 

Rob Avis, owner of Ravis Sustainable 
Consulting, is looking to Didsbury as a 
possible location for green schooling 
and if chosen, could help expand local 
business and job opportunities. 

Not to mention, it will put the latest in 
eco-friendly technology at the fingertips 
of residents. 

"This community is definitely very 
progressive and looking to incur busi¬ 
ness and opportunity that will attract 
others...and this could do that,” said 
Brittany Hutton, manager of infrastruc¬ 
ture and planning. 

"This is something that we could all 


benefit from." 

The education centre would teach its 
students about permaculture, which 
among other things includes growing 
your own food and building eco-friendly 
homes. « 

The design of the 
school is still in 
planning stages but 
could include indoor 
classrooms and out¬ 
door gardens that 
would help to teach 
students ways to 
improve the world 
we live in. 

“The idea of per¬ 
maculture is to start 
looking at our own sphere of influence 
and work out into the greater communi¬ 
ty," Avis said. 


In Mountain View County there is 
already a strong following for permacul¬ 
ture, which is why Avis is considering 
building the facility here. In 2008, 200 
students signed up to learn about per¬ 
maculture at Olds 
College and during a 
permaculture meet¬ 
ing last April, 150 
turned out. 

“Wo can’t keep up 
with demand for 
this type of knowl¬ 
edge... there is defi¬ 
nitely a desire to 
learn about this 
kind of thing.” 

Ron Berezan, per- 
maculturalist and owner of the business 
The Urban Farmer, isn’t surprised a 
school is in the works. He said this kind 


of design system is the cutting edge for 
ecological alternatives. 

“We are an innovative province...why 
not have this? The timing is right. 
People are ready for this,” he said. 

“Five years ago people didn't even 
know the word permaculture. That’s 
changed. This is really gaining ground.” 

Didsbury isn’t the only option for Avis 
to build this centre. He is looking at 
other locations across Alberta, includ¬ 
ing Olds. A decision on where to base 
the school will come next year. 

“I am attracted to Didsbury because 
it’s moving forward and there is a green 
movement gaining ground here...but we 
are not exclusively looking at Didsbury,” 
Avis said. 

“We will end up picking a community 
that buys in and supports what we are 
doing.”

Police continue to inves¬ 
tigate a fatal collision 
involving a semi-truck on 
the QEII between 
Didsbury and Carstairs last 
Thursday evening. 

The incident was one in a 
series of motor vehicle 
incidents that kept emer¬ 
gency crews busy on 
Carstairs’ two main high¬ 
ways last week. 

The collision occurred 
north of the Carstairs over¬ 
pass by thi> Westcott Road 
junction shortly after (i 
p.m. Airdrie RCMPsay sev¬ 
eral 9-1-1 calls were made 
to police from drivers 
reporting a vehicle travel¬ 
ling on the wrong side of 
the road, heading north¬ 
bound in the southbound 
lanes of the QEII. 

Officers from the Airdrie

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Wl exhibit opens at Olds museum

A unique exhibit chroni¬ 
cling 100 years of women’s 
institute in Alberta opened at 
the Mountain View Museum 
last week. 

The exhibit features ;uti- 
fact.s and explanations from 
WI and the organization's 
importance in the lives of 
women in the early days of 
Alberta. 

The idea for the exhibit was 
spearheaded by Mary Riley 
Women’s Institute member 
Sharon de la Mare, who got 
the idea from looking at old 
photographs of early Wl par- 
ticipants. In the photo, con- 
tairuxl in the Ixxik Many ;uul 
Remarkable, de la Man- res¬ 
ized the women in the photo 
are her great-grandmother, 
grandmother and two of her 
aunts who were young girls 
at the time. 

“Near the front (of the 
l>ook) then 1 was a picture of 
women in 1917 sitting outside 
with their sewing machines 
sewing to send tilings to sol¬ 


diers in the war. I guess Wl 
has been a part of our family 
history (for decades),” she 
said. 

De la Mare represents the 
fourth generation of women 
in her family to (Kirticipate in 
Wl locally. 

“Tills Is partly a personal 
celebration ;uid also a gn»at 
achievement provincially," 
she said, adding tliat WI has 
enhanc'd 1 not only the lix-al 
community over the years, 
but also communities across 
Alberta, Canada and the 
world. “I think it’s a really 
worthwhile group to belong 
to." 

Tin' first Wl in Allx-ila was 
formed by Margaret Graham 
in 1909 when she moved to 
Iht' province from Ontario. 
Rural women organized to 
provide education around 
home economics and to pro¬ 
vide a social outlet for 
women. Often, they had to 
w'alk up to five milt's to get to 
meetings, or traverse longer 
distances over rough roads 
on horseback. Early Mary 
Riley WI liistory tells of sever¬ 


al occasions in which women 
became injured traversing 
|xx>r roads to get to meetings. 

1 >e la Mare said in her view, 
the importance of WI Is the 
educational anti social 
aspects of the organization. 

“We get to meet a lot of |x><>- 
ple in our ltx'al area anti if we 
go to the provincial conven¬ 
tion we meet people from all 
over the province and some¬ 
times one of as will be cho¬ 
sen to represent the province 
at the federal convention,” 
she said. 

The fust provincial conven¬ 
tion for WI was organized in 
Olds in 1915 anti for several 
years afterward the provin¬ 
cial convention was held 
here. Early WI and iigricult or¬ 
al colleges such as (litis 
College worked hand in 
hand, and WI supported 
numerous community devel¬ 
opment projects such as 
libraries, as well as efforts 
supporting troops during 
!x)th the first Worltl War and 
Second World War. 

Tlie exhibit at the museum 
runs until Dec. 14.
